Jury Finds Maryland 6irl Died 


From Effects of Drug. 


Sykesville, M d, Ort. 9.— The coro­ 
ner’s jury, which met here to investi­ 
gate the death of Miss Kila L. W a r­ 
field. a cousin of ex Governor Warfield, 
of Maryland, rendered the following 
verdict: 
“ Miss W arfield came to ber (loath 
from 
poison, supposedly cyanide of 
potassium, administered by her own 
hands." 
A fter having been buried for at least 
a month, the body of Miss W arfield 
was exhumed and the viscera given 
over to a chemist to examine. 
The 
chemist testified that he found no trace 
of cyanide poisoning in the viscera, 
but added tfiat the strong embalming 
fluid would have counteracted tile poi­ 
son. 
Dr. Daniel IL Sprecher, mayor of 
Sykesville, admitted that he gave a 
certificate showing that Miss W arfield 
had died of acute indigestion, knowing 
or suspecting strongly that the woman 
bad died from poison. He said that his 
action had come atter the decision of 
Coroner M illar, a cousin of the dead 
woman, that an inquest was unneces­ 
sary. 
Dr. Sprecfier's testimony was 
dramatic throughout. He said: 
” 1 told Mrs. W ard, the sister, that I 
could not give a certificate until a 
coroner had seen the body. Mrs. W ard 
insisted that an inquest was unneces­ 
sary, but I (ailed Coroner M illar and 
he came to the W arfield home. W hen 
Coroner M illar arrived Mrs. W ard em­ 
braced and kissed him and they held 
a private conversation. 
I did not hear 
what was said. 
Then I took Mr. M illar 
to the room in which the body lay and 
told him what I had discovered. 
He 
then decided that Miss W arfield had 
died of natural causes and said that an 
inquest was unnecessary. 
I said all 
right, you aru the law.”
